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Muskogee, I. T., April 28.— 
Contrary to all expectation, the 
federal grand jury has adjourned 
with a stormy closing session 
without returning 
indictments 
against the parties who stole and 
copied the Indian rolls. 
As a re­ 
sult there is a very strong prob- 
ablity that a special grand jury 
will be called and the case taken 
up again. District Attorney Wm. 
Mellette is very much dissatisfied 
with the action of the grand jury. 
He thinks that indictments should 
have been returned and says 
that he would be very glad if a 
special grand jury i9 called to in­ 
vestigate the matter. 
Both Mr. Mellette and Com­ 
missioner Tams Bixby are satis­ 
fied that there was proof conclu­ 
sive shown the grand jury as to 
who stole and copied the Creek 
Indian rolls. There was not evi 


dence to show who stole the Hem* 
inole roll. 
The grand jury evidentlv failed 
to bring 
indictments on the 
ground that there was no statute 
covering the case. This opinion 
is held by a good many attorneys 
here, but in a legal opinion deliv­ 
ered to the grand jury District 
Attorney Mellette held that the 
statutes do cover the case and 
that indictments were returnable 
on proof. 
The matter has gained so much 
publicity that the officers propose 
to punish the guilty parties if it is 
possible to do so. 
There is a strong public senti­ 
ment here that all Indian rolls 
should be public and both Bixby 
and Mellette are of the opinion 
that this had a good deal to do 
with the final decision of the 
grand jury.

GRAND JURY FAILED TO 


INDICT ROLL THIEVES 


Muskosree, I. T., April 28.— 


Contrary to all expectation, the 
federal grand jury has adjourned 
with a stormy closing session 
without returning indictments 
against the parties who stole and 
copied the Indian rolls. As a re- 
sult there is a very strong |>rob- 
ablity that a special grand jury 
will be called and the case taken 
up again. District Attorney Wm. 
Mellette is very much dissatisfied 
with the action of the grand jury. 
He thinks that indictments should 
have been returned and says 
that he would be very glad if a 
special grand jury is called to in- 
vestigate the matter. 


Both Mr. Mellette and Com- 


missioner Tarns Bizby are satis- 
fied that there was proof conclu- 
sive shown the grand jury as to 
who stole and copied the Creek 
Indian rolls. There was not evi 


dence to show who stole the Sena- 
inole roll. 


The grand jury evidently failed 


to bring indictments on the 
ground that there was no statute 
covering the case. This opinion 
is held by a good many attorneys 
here, but in a legal opinion deliv- 
ered to the grand jury District 
Attorney Mellette held that the 
statutes do cover the case and 
that indictments were returnable 
on proof. 


The matter has gained so much 


publicity that the officers propose 
to punish the guilty parties if it is 
9ossible to do so. 


There is a strong public senti- 


ment here that all Indian rolls 
should be public and both Bizby 
and Mellette are of the opinion 
that this had a good deal to do 
with the final decision of £he 
grand jury.

NOW A SMOLDERING RUIN 


Belleevne Texas, April 28 — 


The total property loss duiing 
Thursday night's cyclone 
will 


approximate $>00,00l>, according 
to the most conservative esti- 
mates. Other statements made 
by well posted citizens place the 
lo^es at twice tbat amount. 


Many of the wrecked and burn- 


ed buildings were insured, but it 
i- hard to obtain the exact figure-. 


Thirteen coffims were sent to 


Bellevne from Henrietta and the 
victims of the disaster were hur- 
ried at 4- o'clock last afternoon.

GRAND JURY FAILED TO 


INDICT ROLL THIEVES

Muskosree, I. T., April 28.— 


Contrary to all expectation, the 
federal grand jury has adjourned 
with a stormy closing session 
without returning indictments 
against the parties who stole and 
copied the Indian rolls. As a re- 
sult there is a very strong |>rob- 
ablity that a special grand jury 
will be called and the case t^ken 
up again. District Attorney Wm. 
Mellette is very much dissatisfied 
with the action of the grand jury. 
He thinks that indictments should 
have been returned and says 
that he would be very glad if a 
special grand jury is called to in- 
vestigate the matter. 


Both Mr. Mellette and Com- 


missioner Tarns Bizby are satis- 
fied that there was proof conclu- 
sive shown the grand jury as to 
who stole and copied the Creek 
Indian rolls. There was not evi 


dence to abow who stole the Sem- 
inole roll. 


The grand jury evidently failed 


to bring indictments on the 
ground that there was no statute 
covering the case. This opinion 
is held by a good many attorneys 
here, but in a legal opinion deliv- 
ered to the grand jury District 
Attorney Mellette held that the 
statutes do cover the case and 
that indictments were returnable 
on proof. 


The matter has gained so much 


publicity tbat the officers propose 
to punish the guilty parties if it is 
possible to do so. 


There is a strong public senti- 


ment here that all Indian rolls 
should be public and both Bizby 
and Mellette are of the opinion 
that this had a good deal to do 
with the final decision of £he 
grand jury.
